He has 
invented several brilliant devices including “The 
Electrolyzer,” which allowed him to travel through 
television airwaves, and “The Tronsplitter,” which 
separated Darkwing into positive and negative 
versions of himself (“Posiduck” and the first 
being to call itself, “Negaduck”). 

Through the years, Megavolt has proven to 
be Darkwing Duck’s most consistent nemesis, 
and maintains a steady hold on the #3 spot 
on St. Canard’s “Public Enemies” list (trailing 
behind Dr. Slug and Negaduck). Darkwing even 
refers to Megavolt as his “arch-enemy,” a fact of 
which Megavolt is quite proud.

In this dimension, alternate, altruistic 
versions of Megavolt, Bushroot, Liquidator, 
and Quackerjack (the Friendly Four) opposed 
Negaduck but were completely ineffectual until 
Darkwing trained them. Darkwing liberated the 
Negaverse when he pulled the Universal Plug, 
exiling Negaduck and destroying the portal. 

Negaduck returned to steal an artifact called 
“The Mystic Eye of Quackzacoatl,” which he 
used to appropriate the powers of his fellow 
Fearsome Five members to become Mega- 
Negaduck. Negaduck also possessed _ their 
various weaknesses, and was ultimately defeated 
and returned to normal. 

Now firmly established as Darkwing Duck’s 
most fearsome foe, Negaduck continues to 
torment Darkwing and the city he’s sworn to 
protect, despite being repeatedly incarcerated, 
split into atomic particles, and sucked into 
alternate dimensions.
